The answers of the 


throe concerns, of which, George P. 
Baer is president, make a general de- 
nial of the government's allegations, 
and go into the first great strike in the 
hard coal fields and its relation ' D the 
presidential campaign of 1900, .vhen 
McKinley was elected. 


Hanna is Blamed. 


• It is declared that the agreement 
to advance 
the 
price of coal was 


brought about in 1900 by the violence 
and intimidation of the striking mine 
workers, by the failure of the United 
States government and state of Penn- 
sylvania to enforce the law and pro- 
tect the coal companies and the im- 
portunities of the late Marcus A. Han- 
na ,who, it is alleged, was anxious to 
end the strike of the miners on ac- 
count of the Impending presidential 
election. 


General deni ils are made of the 


conspiracy charges in the answer of 
the Reading company and that of the 
railway company. The answer of the 
coal iron company takes up the strike 
of 1900 and says that substantially all 
the workmen ' la the anthracite re- 
gions abandoned their work, under 
the force and effect of violence, turbu- 
lence and intimidation and the em- 
ployes and workmen of this defendant 
and others in the same neighborhood 
•were induced or compelled by like 
•violence and intimidation to abandon 
their employment. 


Says Hanna Used Club. 


The 
answer 
goes 
on 
to 
say: 


"Shortly afterwards it was represent- 
ed, in substance, to the officials of this 
defendant, and the representatives • of 
other mining companies, by one Mar- 
cus A. Hanna, chairman of the re- 
publican national committee in the 
then pending political campaign for 
th. eelection of candidates for presi- 
dent and vice president of the United 
States, that if the said strike should 
not be speedily settled by an advance 


in the wages of the workmen in and 
about the mines in the entire anthra- 
cite regions, the strike would extend 
to the states of Ohio, Indiana and Illi-, 
nois, ind th eelection of Mr. McKinley I 
and Air. Roosevelt would be thereby 
end. .ngered." 


Was Authorized to End Strike. 


The answer declares that Mr. Han- 


na represented to the officials of the 
company that he was authorized to 
settle the strike through President 
Mitchell, of the miners' "union, if the 
operators would agree to give their 
workmen a ten per cent, increase in 
wages. 


It is set forth that the company did 


agree to advance the wages of its 
mine and colliery 
workmen 
10 per 


cent and that the other principal 
mine owners who had been in confer- 
ence with Mr. Hanna had agreed to 
the same concession. 


Brought About Agreement. 


It is stated that thereafter confer- 


ences were held between the officials 
or representatives 
of the principal 


mine owners, who had theretofore of- 
fered the said advance in wages and 
the representatives of the principal 
mine operators who had to do so; 
that as the result of the agreement 
of the operators, this defendant was 
obliged to and did agree with certain 
of the operators severally, with whom 
it had pre-existing contracts for the 
purchase of the coal to be produced 
by them respectively and who were 
severally the tenants or lessees of this 
defendant to enter into new contracts 
with such as should desire to do so, 
increasing the prices to be paid for 
the coal to be produced by them re- 
spectively and to be sold and deliv- 
ered to this defendant. 


Compelled by Hanna.

ators and the contracts which r >sulted 
therefrom, "were wholly'brought about, 
compelled and forced upon this de-

Man in Charge of Quebec 


Bridge Says He Neg- 


lected Duty. 


New York, Aug. 31.—-Theodore Coop- 


er, of this city, who has been the con- 
sulting engineer in charge of the work 
on the huge cantilever bridge across 
the St. Lawrence river, which col- 
lapsed Thursday evening, feels keenly 
the accident that cost the lives of 79 
workmgmen. In a statement made to 
a reporter he reproached himself f<; 
nnt having visited Ihe works in two 
years, though ill-health has kept him 
here and he"tried to obtain his release 
from the responsibilities ci the posi- 
tion for that reason. Mr. Cooper also 
made the statement that on Thursday 
morning after his inspector had come 
to see him and told him that things 
did not look well for the bridge, he 
had sent a telegram to the man in 
charge of the work to get off the bridge 
and stay off it until it could be ex- 
amined. 


Mr. Cooper has not been notified 


whether or not the warning was too 
late. 


"Of course, we believed that the 


bridge as 
planned 
was absolutely 


safe," Mr. Cooper said, "though in 
dealing with an old type of work on 
a hitherto unparalleled scale new and 
unexpected problems now and then 
arise." 


Mr. Cooper is one of the most dis- 


tinguished engineers in this country. 
He is GS years old. He was associated 
with James B. Eads in constructing 
the St. Louis bridge over the Missis- 
sippi river from 1872 to 1S75.

which their steamer hit a rock and in

.n small boats, was the experience of 
Mr. and Mrs. Fran.. C. Tolan, of this 
city, in the course of a Georgian bay 
trip from which they returned Friday 
evening. 


The mishap occurred at 5 o'clock 


last Sunday morning just as their 
steamer, the King Edward, was en- 
tering the harbor 
at Thesalon, On- 


tario. Mr. Tolan says he was awak-,.. 
ened by a sudden crashing jar. follow- '•' 
ed by the stopping of the vessel's en- 
gines, and he promptly turned out of 
his berlh to make an investigation. 


The vessel had struck a rock, stov- 


ing a great hole in her side far below 
the water line, and as quickly as this 
became known there was intense ex- 
citement. 
Panic wr.s averted, how- 


ever, owing to the fact that the shore 
was in plain view, and half a dozen 
tugs were but a short distance away. 
When it became evident that the ves- 
sel's pumps could make no headway 
against the volume of water pouring 
in through the break, the captain of 
the King Edward signalled for assist- 
ance, and a fleet of tugs came steam- 
ing out to the vessel. Passengers and 
baggage were transferred to the tugs 
and safely landed on the wharf. 


Later the tugs were able to pull the 


King Edward off the rrck and tow 
the vessel to its dock, '.n the freight 
department of the steamer was a new 
fire engine consigned to some Can- 
adian city, and 
to 
save the vessel 


from sinking until the hole made by 
the rock.could be closed, the iire en- 
gine was pressed into service. Steam 
from the boilers

tugs was 


turned into the boiler of the fire en- 
gine and it was utilized in pumping 
water from the hold of the King Ed- 
ward during the entire day which fol- 
lowed.

Eight the eyes of babies must be care- 
fully attended to. 
It is exceptional 


for an infant to be born blind, but, 
alas, there are many children who 
cannot see, and those wearing spec- 
tacles become more numerous every 
year. 
Some 
of this 
weakness is 


caused by negligence in taking care of 
the organ of sight, and inflammation 
that may have such 
fearful conse- 


quences is often prevented by cleanli- 
ness. 
First of all. before ihe new born 


baby is washed and dressed, its eyes, 
including the lids 
and 
all -no sur- 


rounding pans, should be most care- 
fully wiped 
with 
a soft, 
dry and 


scrupulously clean linen rag. 


This is 10 remove any 
secretion 


which may adhere to iliem. as this is 
what sets up' inflammation. 


Secondly, carefully avoid exposing 


the baby to draughts. 
One form of 


ophthaiiiia comes from cold. A blast 
of cold air Wowing on the inuuu's 
head is very liable to cause it. 


In the daily bath that, every baby 


must have the eyes should be oare- 
iullv washed with a bit of old linen 
and" 
boracic acid solution that may 


either be bought or made by dissolv- 
ing ten grains of the powder in an 
ounce of water. 
Bo sure that it is 


thoroughly dissolved, and this takes 
Time. A bottle full of it may be fixed 
at one time and used as needed. This 
lotion does not require further dilu- 
tion when swabbing the lids generous- 
ly with it 
The earliest signs of inflammation 


o! the eyes are redness, swelling am 
heat of the eyelids, then matter be- 
gins to form and oozes from between 
them. In the worst form of ophthalmia 
this matter is corrosive and may in 
twenty-four hours 
destroy the eye- 


tall. 
Then you will probably hear 


that "the baby was born blind." 


The prevalence 
of granulated lids 


among children at the public schools 
shows how the eyes are neglected at 
tome, and this dried matter, or "gran- 
ulation " is not uncommon on the lids 
of babies whose sight seems to be 
good 
It is not a. serious condition, 


and merely shows a tendency to weak- 
ness that should be checked. When 
Present boracic acid water should he 
used frequently during the day to re- 
move the secretion that Is constantly 
accumulating. 
. 
The habit of putting a baby on its 


back to stare at a white parasol in its 
carriage is frightful. 
The light of the 


jmmmer sun beating through white is 
most injurious, 
and 
all 
such sun- 


fhades should be lined with brown or 
preen. 
Much eye strain, too. is caused by 


insufficient protection to the head and 
eyes 
Dutch bonnets are very pretty 


and attaint, but give absolutely no 
shade to the eyes, and are thus Ukeiy 
to do much injury. Floppy hats with 
wide brims should always be worn 
by children in summer, while the old 
fashioned sunhonnet is a delightful 
*orm of headgear for hot weather.

Mid to Good Housekeeping' 


It is Better Than Linen or Crash for Absorbing Grease 


and Collecting Loose D irt—Excellent for Clean- 


ing and Polishing Furniture.

commonly .for household purposes than 
'It is. The material has the special 
merit of being firm yet 
so loosely 


•woven that grease comes out readily 
in washing, thus it is more easily kept 
clean than linen or crash, for which it.

•unbleached quality that costs not moro 
than five cents a yard is quite as good 
for general use as 
more expensive 


fabrics. 


The best kind

The material should be

turned in and 


! stitched on the machine. This will 
Ivrear, and because it cleans so easily 
;is most sanitary fnr warm weather in

For nice furniture it is the best kind 


of cloth for cleaning, and all cabinet 
makers keep three sets for work. The 
first is -used for applying the oil. the

Similar treatment for 


dining room tables will keep them in 
the pink of condition. 


Cheese cloth will save the daily use 


an egg in boiled coffee merely by 


having small bags of the cotton kept 
in the kitchen.

SOAP THAT MAKES FACES DRY 


OR OILY SHOULD HOT BE USED 


By Margaret Mi::ter. 


It is useless to observe rules for 


having a good complexion and to go in 
for dieting to clear the skin if one 
is not particular as to the kind of soap 
used. The amount of 
carelessness 


shown in selecting this cleanser is 
amazing, for a woman will, as a rule, 
take whatever is offered in a shop and 
•will continue using it for weeks or 
months without noticing what its ef- 
fect may be upon the flesh. 


As a matter of fact, in one way or 


another, its effect on the skin is quite 
as positive as that of certain foods 
upon the digestion. 
The skin is by 


- no means benefited simply because 


- soap has been applied, nor is it neces- 
sarily cleaned. 
The 
skin so-called 


cleansing agent may be -quite too dry- 
Ing, and in this case though it removes 
dirt the skin is left in such a condition 
as to absorb impurities more readily, 
and blackheads and pimples are apt 
to result. Or, instead of being over- 
drying, there may be too mnch oil in 
the soap, and though 
the 
skin is 


cleaned it becomes 
greasy and the 


pores enlarged owing to an excess of 
fats. 
These facts have given rise to the 


popular notion that soap is bad for the 
face. The skin on it i smore sensitive 
to applications and more quickly shows 


their effect than do the hands or body. 
When the face has been soaped and 
well rinsed, but feels dry, it is proof 
positive that the cleansing agent em- 
ployed is not suited to that particular 
individual and others should be tried 
until one is found 
that 
after using 


leaves the face soft and the skin feel- 
ing pliable. 


Having found such a soap, use it. 


freely on the face. lint, always take 
care that it is well rinsed afterward. 
There is too much dirt in city streets 
to think that it can be removed with 
clear water, or even with cloth or 
brush, while as to the dust, of tho 
country it is just the thing to make 
wrinkles by drying the skin if allowed 
to stay on and work into the pores. 


The notion that soap makes the com- 


plexion oily if there is a tendency in 
that direction is absurd if the right 
kind is found. Such skin, of course, 
will take more alkali than one which 
is dry, and in any event the natural 
excessive oils, loader! as they soon are 
with impurities from the air. mr.st be 
washed off carefully. 
After that, if 


there are enlarged pores or an inclina- 
tion to appear greasy, tonicising sprays 
may he used. For them one should 
have an aut.omi7.er, that, may be bought 
at any toilet department or druggist. 


through the day with alcohol, a table- 
spoonful to a basin of water, but if 
free from skin troubles such a bath 
before going to bed will be sufficiently 
stimulating. Powder him at that time 
plentifully. -iake every effort to keep 
him scrupulously clean and fresh and 
let him have nothing to eat but pre- 
scribed food. 


In'this season of cucumbers and let- 


tuce, when both are cheap and some- 
times are to be had ror ihe asking, a 
woman may make for herself some 
very delicate toilet preparations, con- . 
slant use of which will soften and 
whiten the skin. 


The trouble is small, although each 


vegetable requires careful 
preparing 


to turn it into condition to use. Most 
thorough washing is part, that no 
trace of gravel shall remain adhering 
to the leaves or rind, and none over 
ripe should be put in or the mass will 
be spoiled. 


With both a little cooking is neces- 


sary to obtain the juice. Cucumber 
juice is extracted by taking the vege- 
table, and after washing, cutting into 
small pieces, peel and alK Any quan- 
tity desired may be taken, and one can 
get the juice by degrees by saving the 
peel alone from cucumbers prepared 
for the table. 


After cutting place in a small sauce- 


pan with just enough water to prevent 
the vegetable from sticking to the bot- 
tom. Put ihe saucepan, that must be 
porcelain or agate, on the back of the 
stove, where it may very slowly come 
to the boiling point. This part of tho 
work should not be hurried or the ex- 
tract will not be as strong as is 
needed. 


As soon as cooking begins let the 


pulp simmer, not boil, until it is thor- 
oughly soft. 
Set back where it will 


cool, and then squeeze through a new 
cheesecloth hag. The liquid is cucum- 
ber juice, and cucumber essence is 
made by adding an equal amount of 
pure alcohol. 


Lettuce juice is prepared in much 


the same way, for the leaves are ' 
broken into small bits and boiled and 
squeezed 'through a straining bag. 


A simple wash and bleach is "made 


by taking the pure juice, adding an 
equal amount of rose water and one- 
half dram of tincture of benzoin to five , 
ounces of the 
combination. 
This 


should be shaken and may be applied., 
to the face and neck as an astringent - 
and bleach morning and night, letting 
it dry on. It may also be used through 
the day. 
' 


A stronger astringent is made by en- 


tirely omitting the rose water and us- 
ing the clear juice and benzoin. In . 
putting on this lotion care must be . 
taken that the skin is, not dried too 
much. 


Delicious is a cream rnado of one- 


sixteenth of an ounce of Russian isin- 
glass, one ounce of glycerine and three 
ounces of cucumber or lettuce juice. 
The juice is heated, in order to dis- 
solve the isinglass, and as the latter 
cools the glycerine is beaten in. This 
may be perfumed in any way one 
wishes, using a flower oil, which 
should be added last. 


Another complexion beautifier that 


is within the re-ch of all at this sea- 
son is stewed fruit eaten in abund. 
ance. 
Any berries, 
green 
apples,. 


plums, indeed anything cooked with 
sugar and served very cold, is excel- 
lent for the blood and should be eaten 
more than it is. It forms one of the 
national sweets of old England, and • 
one reason of the exquisite color and . 
skin of English girls is undoubtedly 
due to the frequency with which they 
eat cooked fresh fruit.

DAINTY BAGS SERVICEABLE 


FOR WARDROBE AND HOUSE

Like neckwear and flowers it would 
eem as though women could never 
have too many bags. Immense ones, 
or covering gowns that are either so 
ragile or so elaborate that they re- 
quire a separate receptacle, are es- 
pecially serviceable when traveling or 
or use at home. 
These should be 


nade from soft unbleached muslin or 
rom remnants of pretty summer ma- 
erials that now sell ror one-half of 
heir original cost. A dainty pink and 
vhite organdy frock would receive the 
same protection from a bag of un- 
bleached calico, one knows, but when 
i costume is encased in pink cotton 
crepe or chambray it is a much more 
pleasing object. Incidentally bags in 
vprious colors are a convenience when 
one is in a hurry, for there need be 
no search through every covering to 
find out the right dress, for it can be 
located by the color at once. 


Receptacles for evening coats are an 


absolute necessity, and .it amy be said 
that an old kimona makes an excellent 
covering for these garments. 
The 


fronts should he sewn together, leav- 
ing room at the neck for the hook of 
the hanger to pass thro-agh- The bot- 
tom is left, open and the wrap is first 
placed on the hanger, then the ki- 
mona bag is dropped over it. If one 
wished two or three safety pins may 
be used to close the bottom. This is 
most convenient arrangement and the

This arrangement is most convenient," ' 
and the same may be said of the open- 
ing at the bottom, for when' made this 
way no diving into the corners when 
it must be emptied is needed and thera 
is thus no chance of a cherished collar 
or handkerchief

depths, for when the flap is unbuttoned

Rev. Walter Clark, the head 
master of the school, also told of pupil 
that he saw in him the promise of 
a Shakespearean actor, and undoubt- 
edly aided to establish, the boy's bent 
for the stage. 
His mother, however, hoped to see 


him an artist rather than a player, 
and she sent him to an art school at 
South Kensington. His progress was 
marked, and Mansfield himself began 
to look forward to a studio life. 


Clerk in a Boston Store. 


Up to this time America was re- 


mote from his thoughts, but in 1872 
Mme. Rudersdorf went to Boston for 
a. concert and operatic engagement 
and her son went with her. He re- 
mained there until 1S75, at one time 
acting as a cleric in the store of Jor- 
dan. Marsh & Co., and for a few 
months serving as musical critic on 
the Boston Globe. 
In 1875, when barely IS years of 


age. he went back to London to seek 
to become a painter. 


This was the time when he starved 


for art and yet won no victory- Miser- 
ably he turned from' the easel to the 
stage door, but it did not open. For 
seven long years Richard Mansfield 
sought in London for a chance to show 
that he" was a genius. London never 
granted it, then or afterwards. 


The bitterness of that time was 


only equaled by that of a single night 
in 1SS9 when London looked on the 
Richard III. of the daring young Amer- 


ican star, and, liking it cot, turned | 
away as coldly as ever. 
Mansfield 


was too defiant an actor for England 
to admire. 


He himself has written of the earlier 


disappointment. 


"For years and years," he wrote, "I 


went home to my little room—-if I for- 
tunately had one—and perhaps a tal- 
low dip was stuck in the neck of a 
bottle, and I was fortunate if I had 
something to cook for myself over the 
fire. I have wandered about the streets 
of London, and if I had a penny I in- 
vested it in baked potatoes from the 
baked potato man on the corner. 
I 


have put those potatoes in my pocket, 
and after I had warmed my hands 1 
would swallow the potatoes. That is 
the truth." 


Discharged for Stage Fright. 


He tried to get employment as a 


parlor entertainer. One night he was 
asked to substitute for a popular per- 
former, Corney Grain. He was offered 
$40 a week, but on his first trial was 
seized with stage fright and was dis- 
charged. 
One night, booked to play 


p. piano—for he was a musician, too— 
at a music hall, ne fainted at the in- 
strument from weakness and hunger. 


It was Spartan training, but slowly, 


extremely slowly, he won a bit of a 
foothold on the border of stageland— 
that border where super mingles with 
scene shifter. His first accredited part 
was that of the beadle in a play called 
'Charity Begins at Home," but he had 
no lines. 


At this time of stress he met W. S. 


Gilbert, who had heard of his mother 
and perhaps met her. He was organ- 
zing a "Pinafore" company far a tour 
of the provinces and he offered Mans- 
3eld a part at the 
salary of three 


xmnd a week. Mansfield accepted and 
sang the role of Sir Joseph Porter to 
the end of the tour. Then he secured 
a small place with the Royalty Theater 
company and in the three years be- 
tween then and 1S82, when he left Eng- 
land, he played the following list of 
small roles:

TRY -THE 8ENTINEU WANT COLUMM 


London, Aug. 31.—In answer to a re- 
quest from the editor of Nature for an 
authoritative statement of his obser- 
vations of Mars made during the 1907 
opposition Prof. Percival Lowell com- 
municates to that publication what ho 
believes are the most important re- 
sults obtained. 


Professor Lowell declares the planet 


is at present the abode of intelligent, 
constructive life. 
"The results ob- 


tained," lie writes, "exceed what, seem- 
ed likely in view of the unfavorable 
declination of the planet to a position 
so southern as to render it practically 
imobservable in England. France, or 
the northern part of the United States. 
The first of these relates to the polar 
caps. Prom the fact that the obser- 
vations were begun in March, three 
months and a half before opposition, 
it was possible to catch both caps at 
an interesting: phase of their careers, 
the southern one at its maximum and 
the northern at the minimum extent. 


Previous Observations Confirmed. 
"The southern cap at this epoch 


stretched across ninety-five degrees 
latitude, counting from one side of it 
to the other, the northern only over 
eight. 
Since that date the dwindling 


of the southern cap and the making 
of the northern has been carefully 
watched to the complete confirmation 
of the curious manner in which the 
latter is formed, as witnessed here 
at two previous oppositions. 


"The next observed was the develop- 


ment, of the canal system in the aa 
tarctic and south temperate 
zones. 


After the melting of the south polar 
cap had got well under way the canals 
began to make their appearance about 
it, running thencs down the disk. 
Then the canals left its edge and 
joined the rest of the system in tho 
lower latitudes. 


"Those on the south, such as Am- 


brosia and Bathys, were darker and 
more pronounced than those running 
north, Tithonius, for example, which 
showed evidence of being in Its dead 
or skeleton condition while the former 
were in the full tide of development. 


Watches Evolution of Canals. 


"Meanwhile the equatorial canals 


were steadily fading out. The pro- 
cess of evolution was in keeping with 
the method of development found here 
for the northern canals in 1903. In 
fact, it la of the nature of prophecy 
fulfilled and not only supports previ- 
ous observations but proves the theory 
deduced from them to have been cor- 
rect. It is direct seqiiitur from this 
that the planet is at-present the abode 
of intelligent and constructive life. 


"I may say in this connection 'that 


the theory of such life upon Mars was 
in no way on a priori hypothesis on 
my part, but deduced as tho outcome 
of observation and that my observa- 
tions since have fully confirmed it. 


No other supposition is consonant 
with all the facts observed." 


Professor Lowell goes on to say: 
"Another result of this opposition 


has been the success of the photo- 
graphs taken of the planet. I have al- 
ready counted fifty-six canals on my 
plates. 
The twin Gihon have been 


photographed double and such deli- 
cate markings as Fons Juventae and 
the little canals leading to it appear 
unmistakably in the 
prints. 
Such 


greater markings as the dwindling of 
the southern snowcap show beautiful- 
y, and it looks as if the result of po- 
sitioning the points of Martian topog- 
raphy by measures of the 
photo- 


raphs was'in process of realization."

showed a disposition to aid the offend- 
ing druggist, and that prompted the 
law-abiding citizens to put through a 
blanket remonstrance 
to put all of 


them out of business.

Animals Leave Plenty of Nitrogen, 


But Phosphates Are Always 


Nettled. 


COVER CROPS FOR BUSH FRCITS. 


(By W. R. Gilbert. Ontario Experi- 


ment Station.) 


/"TAKE very large number of queries 
| 
that I have answered on this 


subject show that there Is a 


widespread 
desire 
for 
information 


among farmers as to how they can 
most easily and cheaply Improve their 
poor pastures. 


I always answer theso questions 


v.ith particular Interest, for. traveling 
about as I have ilona, I have seen 
thousands and thousands of acres of 
tho most miserable pastures In every 
part of the country, and I always hope 
that my querist Is one of those whoso 
poor pastures I have se*n. and that at 
last he Is making an effort to do some- 
thing towards tholr Improvement. 


There is nothing on a. farm which 


can be so easily and cheaply Im- 
proved as a pasture. An old saying 
has it that anything that comes out

of. the tall of a cart will Improve 
grass; and although there is a great 
deal of truth in this remark, yot a 
little knowledge of what the pastuxa 
really requires will help considerably 
towards improving it at a. low cost. 


Newly sown down grasses nearly al- 


ways require the addition of nitrogen 
to stimulate their growth, both above 
and below ground. Thore is not the 
slightest doubt that the best form in 
•which this can be supplied is as a 
dressing of farmyard manure, 
but 


where this is not available, it is as- 
tonishing what can be done with one 
cwt. or one and one-half cwt. of ni- 
tra^e of aoda, or one cwt. of sulphate 
of ammonia per acre, provided the 
field is grazed and not mown. 


It would be well, Iiowever, when 


encouraging the grass by means of 
nitrate of soda or sulphate of am- 
monia, to make sure that there is an 
abundance of mineral matter present 
In the soil and to add at the same 
time a small dressing of phosphate, 
either in the form of superphosphate 
or basic slag. 


On older pastures it is usually phos- 


phate they require more than any- 
thing else. 
Many years of grazing 


have added to the soil a considerable 
amount of nitrogen in the form of 
droppings, decayed roots and leaves, 
but as the animals grazing there have 


. l;een constantly manufacturing bonos 


from the phosphates of the herbage 
the supply of it Is apt to run short. 


A sure sign of a deficiency of phos- 


phates is the absence or inconspicu- 
ousness of clover plants. 
On heavy 


•land, where the clover is deficient in 
quantity, a dressing of from five to 
ten cwt. of basic slag applied not later 
than the end of February is usually 
sufficient to bring about a marked im- 
provement. 


On light lands it Is advisable to give 


the phosphates in the form of super- 
phosphate, and to add two cwt. of 
kainit to supply potash, which Is often 
deficient In sandy soils. 


In cases where both the clovers and 


tho grasses make poor growth a com- 
plete manure should be given by add- 
ing a dressing of farmyard manure, or 
one cwt. of nitrate of soda or sulphate 
of ammonia per acre. 
It must be 


very distinctly remembered, however, 
that If the improvement effected hy 
these manures is to ba permanent, the 
field must be grazed and not mown. 


There is another class of grass land 


that often requires improvement. This 
is rather low-lying, sour ground that 
grows an abundance of coarse herb- 
ase, often containing a great deal of 
sorrel and hardheads. 
Such land 


•usually requires the addition of lime, 
although it may also respond to basic 
slag or other phosphatic manures. 


It certainly does not pay to manure 


land of this sort with farmyard ma- 
nure, unless It has first been well 
dressed frith lime or basic slag. 


In all other cases there Is no doubt 


whatever that farmyard manure Is the 
most useful manure for graea, es- 
pecially when supplemented with an 
occasional dressing of phosphate.

The benefits of a cover crop in bush 


fruit culture are manifold. First, we 
| shall consider the question of saving 
soil fertility. 


During the latter part of the season 


bush fruits do not draw upon the plant 
food in the soil to any great extent, as 
there must be an escape of nitrates 


j that are constantly being formed there 
las is the case where ground is unpro- 
j tected by some growing crop or dead 


j dry material. 


The large part of these nitrates are 


taken up by the growing plants com- 
prising the cover crop and held for 
the usa of subsequent berry crops. 


This fertility again becomes avall- 


jable. as their constituent parts are 
j broken 
up 
and 
passes 
through 


, nature's process of using existing rnat- 


i ter ov«r and over again. 


Then, too. there is the question of 


maintaining 
the 
supply of organic 


matter In the soil. 
This is aeconi- 


jpllshad through the decomposition of 
! tho woody fiber composing tho roots 
| and tops of the cover crop plants as 


I thoy are mixed with the soil during 


I the process of subsequent tillage. 


I 
We may thus maintain and ever In- 


j crc-asfi tha supply of organic matter 
| already contained In the soil. We 
must consider also the matter of rip- 
ening the growth of canea. As is the 
case with tree fruits, bush fruits un- 
Ider normal conditions form fruit buds 
j on 
the present season's growth of 


wood which buds mature and ripen 
during tha fall months. 


It sometimes happens that a super- 


abundance of moisture at this season 
of the year causes a late growth of the 
canes which being unripened and ten- 
der is frozen dead during the winter. 
This abnormal and undesirable con- 
dition may be prevented in some meas- 
ure at least by the growing of the 
cover crop, which uses up much of 
this superfluous moisture. 


Again, a rank growth of oats or 


peas will protect the ground from 
washing, which In the case of lands 
that are more or less rolling very of- 
ten results In considerable damage 
during fall, winter and spring freshets. 


Lastly, we would not fall to men- 


tion the beauty of the cover crop. This 
carpet of green verdure among the 
canes creates a picture very pleasing 
to the eye. This fact adds materially 
to the value of the cover crop if the 
grower possesses a nature Inclined 
towards the aesthetic.

ing the testicles, but to keep the 
wounds open for several days after 
the operation so that no adhesions 
may take place or blood clots or pus 
collect In the scrotum. 


When the colt has been castrated 


turn him Into a grass field, once daily 
rip open the scrota! wounds and break 
jdown any adhesions that have com- 


GOOD PRICES FOR WOOL, s 


The sheep industry, on account />f 


tlie scarcity of farm labor, promises 
to be one of the most profitable en- 
terprises on the farms of this state.

Tho germ of tetanus 
(bachillus 


tetant) cannot live in the presence of 
oxygen, hence where air enters a 
wound freely lock jaw Is prevented. 
Where the disease attacks a castrated 
colt it may be taken us certain that 
the scrotal wounds, in closing, retained 
tetanus germs which thereupon multi- 
plied In the absence of air. 


It is not only necessary to open the 


scrotal wounds to prevent tetanus and 
formation of tumors, but also to see 
that the colt is thoroughly exercised 
every day. 


Some farmers seem to think that 


the newly castrated colt should ' be 
shut up in a box stall and there kept 
as quiet as possible until his wounds 
heal. This is ail wrong. Swellings are 
sure to appear at the sheath and In 
the hind legs and even under the belly 
unless the colt Is well exercised. 


Exercise is necessary to keep the 


blood In circulation, and if it circu- 
lates freely there will be no dropsical 
swelling and much less danger of peri- 
tonitis 
(Inflammation of the mem- 


brane lining the abdominal cavity) 
commonly due to infection and almost 
always fatal. 


It Is well to hitch the colt up In a 


sulky or cart soon after the operation 
and glva him a mile or two on the 
read in this way and repeat dally un- 
til he has perfectly recovered. When 
he Is simply turned out to grass he Is 
apt to hunt a corner of the field and 
sulk there as he feels sick and disin- 
clined to graze or run about. 


Unless he is stirred up now and then 


and made to exercise, his condition 
will steadily go from bad to worse un- 
til great swellings appear and he may 
succumb to "blood poisoning." 


See to it then that the castrated colt 


Is not allowed to stand idle in the 
pasture field. It would be better to 
put him to work or drive him than 
to let this occur, and were all of the 
advice we have given here generally 
acted upon by owners of animals, there 
would be far less loss to complain of 
than now is the case. 


CARE OF SICK ANIMALS. 


It is a hard job to give medicine fay 


the mouth to a sick pig. But non- 
irritating medicines may be injected 
with a syringe under the skin. 
Inject 


on the flank or inside the thigh where 
the skin Is thin. 


Please tell me what to do for 


feather pullers. 
My hens are affected 


that way.—Mrs. E. B. Flood. Michigan. 
(Give them fresh meat chopped fine. 
turn them out on the range, feed some 
green cut bone.

NEXT YEAR'S SEED CORN. 


Tho ears of corn shown herewith 


are selected by one of the experiment 
stations in the Corn Belt to illustrate 
the kind of on ear to be selected for 
seed. 
The ear marked A is well 


shaped. It has a large number of ker- 
nels and they are of uniform size. 
The ear is cylindrical, about seven and 
five-tenths 
inches 
in circumference 


and about ten inches long. Both the 
butt and tip are well filled out. 


In a good ear of corn the grain 


should constitute from 86 to 90 per 
cent of the ear by weight- 


The ear marked B Is badly shaped 


and needs no description. 


THE HIRED MAN'S SIDE. 


Seems to me the trolley is cutiing 


quite a figure in this hired help ques- 
tion. 
It connects him with the town 


and brings him in closer touch with 
town life than ho has ever been be- 
fore. 
When a man knows he can 


jump on a car that passes the farm 
and land in town, six miles away, as 
I do witlun thirty minutes, he does 
not feel as though he was out of the 
world. 
Before the trolley came we 


•were completely shut up on the place 
during the winter and spring when 
the roads could not bo traveled. But 
now the mud makes no difference and 
we can go to town as often as need be 
without loss of time. 


The loneliness of farm life is hard 


on young people and the hired man 
suffers as much as anybody. If he has 
any red blood In his veins he naturally 
likes to see what is going on around 
him, and if he cannot escape from the 
farm for weeks at a time, he becomes 
restless and begins to think of a Job 
some place where he can see a greater 
variety of life. 


I believe the trolley will overcome 


this serious objection to farm life and 
many a young fellow will prefer to 
work on a farm where he can reach 
town within a half hour than to live 
in the city all tho time with its many 
discomforts. I know it strikes me that 
way and I believe farmers who live 
near trolley lines will find other men 
will feel the same, and good help will 
be more plentiful as the trolley mul- 
tiplies. 


NOTES OF ORCHAKD WORK. 


A dressing of wood ashes around 


the fruit trees and grape vines is a 
benefit. 
It supplies the loss of the 


alkalies, which are largely consumed 
by fruit, destroys the acidity in the 
soil and tends to sweeten all kinds of 
fruit. 


James Hennessy, of Indiana, and 


Robert C. Lanier, of Virginia, both 
ask the same question: What causes 
swelling In joints of colts Just dropped 
and what will cure? Mr. Lanier says 
he lost a fine colt from this disease. 
(It la cause in infection through the 
navel cord and Is rarely cured. When 
foals are dropped the greatest eare 
should be taken to prevent Infection. 
Wash the navel cord in a good anti- 
septic two or three times every day. 
If infection sets in and pus appears in 
the navel or joints, open them and 
wash out by injecting with a syringe 
one part of corrosive sublimate to one 
thousand parts of water. Better have 
your druggist make it up. Sometimes 
the Infected navel may be cauterized 
with a lunar caustic. 
It should be 


frequently washed with a weak solu- 
tion of iodine. 
If the colt is badly 


affected better kill it.)

Is developed only by the test. If you 
have any suspicion of your cows bet- 
ter have them tested at once. Never 
buy a cow or a bull that has not been 
tested.) 


ALL AROUND THE FARM. 


In finishing fail pigs, ground wheat 


seems an expensive feed, but It will 
pay when mixed with corn meal. 


Shelled corn will be fed more eco- 


nomically if placed In a trough in- 
stead of on the ground. 
Of course, a 


hungry pig will dig most of the grains 
out of the dirt, but he will eat a great 
deal of the latter in the process and 
that is not fattening. 


The cold wet rains of the past spring 


have been very hard on young pigs, 
and the man who had provided dry 
quarters for his youngsters had oc- 
casion to congratulate himself.

Bones appear to be the best of all 


to promote permanent growth and 
vigor in a tree. 


A handful of bone dust mixed with 


the soil at the roots of a tree or grape 
vine will show Its beneficial effects for 
a number of years. 


When grapes or berries are too ten- 


der and will not stand up in first-class 
condition to pick and market, it shows 
that the soil on which they grow Is 
deficient in potash. 


The custom of summer pruning of 


young trees, so as to ripen the fruit 
early, is not approved by the most 
skillful fruit growers, and is only al- 
lowable when the Intention is to throw 
the whole force of the sap into those 
particular branches that it is desired 
to train in some particular direction. 


No fruit ripens as well nor has so 


fine a flavor when the foliage is in- 
jured by summer pruning. This fact 
is observable in our apple, peach and 
pear orchards when the worms have 
consumed the leaves on a limb. You 
will always find the fruit on such a 
branch of poor quality and Inferior 
flavor. 


The leaves are the lungs of a plant 


and are required to perform an im- 
portant function In ripening the fruit.

r experience of over forty years 


in practical farming and fruit- 
growing teaches me that the 


cause of so many farmers having a 
hard row to hoe from morning till 
night one day after another the year 
round, and having but little or no time 
for recreation, are men who are farm- 
ing more land than they are capable 
of managing well. 


I mean by this that they are farm- 


Ing without sufficient capital to prop- 
erly till the land they are working 
and keep up its fertility, or farming 
without 
any 
well-defined 
plan 
or 


method. 


It is an established truth that ten 


acres well tilled will produce more 
and better crops than twenty acres 
half so treated. This I learned when j 
I first began my farming career. . 


Having but $250 to start with, I 


purchased twenty acres of unimproved 
land, feeling sure I would be enabled 
to add all necessary fixtures such as 
fencing, 
buildings, 
farming Imple- 


ments, etc.. from the receipts of the 
produce raised on the land. 


I purchased a cheap team by giv- 


ing a mortgage on the place and man- 
aged to borrow sufficient tools from 
my neighbors until the first crop was 
made. 
But alas! 
At harvest time, 


when I began disposing of the crop, 
I found that my expenses were far 
exceeding my receipts, and that bank- 
ruptcy was not far distant. 


I worked hard with muscular force, 


but found. I had mado a mistake by 
not putting my brains to better use. 
However, I succeeded in selling the 
team for sufficient money to pay the 
mortgage on the place, after which I 
disposed of ten acres of tho land at a 
fair price. 


I then took the money received 


for the ten acres, planted five of the 
remaining ten acres in small fruits, 
used four acres for the growing of 
vegetables, while one acre was occu- 
pied by a rude house and barn. 


I felt sure of success this time and 


purchased a horse from a neighbor 
on the installment plan. 
That is, I 


was to pay so much per month for 
the horse, letting the animal "stand 
good" for the debt until paid. 


My good wife, who was just as en- 


thusiastic and energetic in making a 
living as myself, began raising a few 
chickens and also proved' to be of 
great assistance to me in the culture 
of our fruits and vegetables. 


We lived scant until our first crop 


of vegetables were gathered in, for we 
wished to obtain a start In life and 
realized that this was our only way of 
so doing. After disposing of our vege- 
tables we paid up all accounts and 
had a nice little sum of money left to 
help carry us through the winter. 


As our means would allow we have 


gradually added to this ten acres until 
now our farm comprises 210 acres, 
which is well improved in every par- 
.icular. 


We do not devote the farm to the 


raising of any one particular thing, 
but 
produce practically 
everything 


that is raised on the general run of 
farms. 


We have a number of acres devoted 


to the culture of almost all kinds of 
fruits and vegetables that will grow 
in our latitude, which are grown 
mainly for the market. 


We raise several head each of cattle, 


sheep and hogs, and also from three 
to six colts each year. 


We produce a plentiful supply of 


grain and hay, but none is ever sold 
from the farm, as we have found 
there i= more profit in feeding it all 
to the stock and then selling them. 


We employ the services of three 


hired men the year round, besides 
other help during the busy season. 


A. careful record is kept of all 


transactions, which we have found to 
be of the utmost importance in suc- 
cessful farm management. 


In conclusion, I wish to state from 


practical experience and observation 
that the man who.grows crops that 
do not bring him a good Interest on 
the value of the land, and fair pay for 
the labor bestowed upon it. Is in a 
losing game and will go to the wall 
sooner or later. 


Bankruptcy is close at hand when 


one's expenses exceed his receipts. 
When a man finds himself on the road 
to bankruptcy in any vocation, or Is 
not getting along In the world as he 
would like, he should organize himself 
into a court of inquiry and find out 
what's the matter. 


There are a great many men of to- 


day with small means and large fam- 
ilies who are farming from 60 to 100 
acres of land at a loss, that I am con- 
fident would be vastly better oft at 
the end. of a. few years If they would 
sell half the farm and expend the 
money received for the up-building of 
the other half. 
And the young man 


who is just entering the pursuit of 
farming will, I am content, find that 
ten acres is enough at first.

One Woman Farmer Says They Pay 


Better Than Chickens or Ducks.

W 


E KEPT the common gray geese 


for several years and consid- 
e»ed 
them 
mor^ profitable 


than ducks or turkeys at that time. 


Being easily raised and foraging for 


the greater part of their living, tha 
proceeds from the geese were nearly 
all clear profit. However, they had a 
habit of wandering oft to tbe creek 
and into the adjoining grain fields, so 
we decided to sell them and begin 
anew with the Toulouse, or dry land 
geese. 
We have never regretted thi 


change. 


The Toulouse are the largest gray 


geese we know of and are. we believe, 
more easily raised than any of tha 
other Improved breeds. 
They reach 


maturity about two and a half years 
old and single specimens often weigh 
twenty-five pounds at this age. 
Old 


birds go as high as thirty-two pounds. 


Geese live to a great age and ara 


said to be in their prime for breeding 
purposes when from four to ten year» 
old. 


Toulouse geese seldom rise from th« 


ground and are, therefore, easily kept 
within bounds. A fence that will turn 
cattle or sheep will confine them, and 
they are at home wherever there is 
plenty of pasture and good water to 
drink. 


They do not require water to swim 


in. The pasture need not be first class 
as they will eat with apparent relish a 
coarse grass and weeds that cattle will 
not touch. 


Geese are more like sheep or goats 


in this respect than they are like 
fowls. 


If allowed to roarn at will they can 


live half the year without grain or 
shelter, and in winter they will eat 
anything that cattle will eat. 


The goose Is not at all particular 


as to the quality of the food so long 
as the quantity is sufficient. 


In winter they must have some kind 


of roughage, such as clover, alfalfa, 
or corn fodder. 


Grain Is also necessary and If the 


geese are being fattened for the mar- 
ket it should be ground. 
Two parts 


corn meal and one part bran, moist- 
ened a little, Is much better than 
whole corn. 


Salt should be added to the feed 


every other day and grit must be -pro- 
vided at all times. 
CoaJ cinders and 


broken crockery are best. 


See that they have water In wintei 


as well as in summer. 
-v 


Here is our winter ration for tha 


breeders: 
Roughage, same as men- 


tioned above, scalded oats or cooked 
turnips mixed with bran for the morn- 
Ing meal. A little whole corn at noon 
and raw-cut vegetables, mixed with 
equal parts of corn meal and bran at 
night. 


A dry shed with plenty of clean lit- 


ter for bedding is all they seem to re- 
quire in the way of, shelter. 
Geese 


can endure more cold without suffer- 
ing than any other domestic fowl, but 
It is not advisable to let them sleep on 
the frozen ground, as they sometimes 
Insist upon doing. 


It costs only a little more to pro- 


duce a° pound of goose meat than a 
pound of pork, and the price of the 
former is usually about twice that of 
the latter. 


A goose is more desirable in every 


way than a hog, and yet most farmers 
prefer swine. If this prejudice could' 
be once overcome we believe that 
goose farming could be made as profit- 
able here as in European countries. 


While Americans have not, hereto- 


fore, been large consumers of geese, 
we are beginning to appreciate them, 
and roast goose at Christmas is fast 
becoming as popular as roast turkey 
at Thanksgiving. 


In all the large Eastern cities there 


is a growing demand for green geese 
(immature birds) early in the fall, and 
well-fattened geese of all kinds bring 
good prices all winter long. 


Goose feathers bring from 40 to 65 


cents per pound.

Much of the butler this morning was of 
poor quality and had a hard time being 
disposed of. 
Eggs are steady with a fair 
demand and moderate receipts and yjing 
at 18o to 19c per dozen. 


Tomatoes were a little cheaper this 
morning, selling- at 
from 
SOc on 
the 
wholesale market to J1.25 on the retail. 
There was a lot of good sweet corn which 
brought from 10 to 12V>c a dozen. 
Pota- 
toes were a little better in quality and 
there was a fair demand for them as the 
consumption is now pretty heavy. 
Ap- 
ples remain at a price too high for the 
poor man with the quality also poor. 
There was a fair grain market with 
more oats coming in than any thing else, 
although the receipts of other grains were 
better than usual. 
That Is accounted 


for by the rising fluctuation in price and 
the local demand. 
The general hog market is fair for this 


time of the year although there are not 
many hogs on foot coming In. 
The 
country is flooded with pigs but the good 
sized hogs are very scarce. 
It will be 
at least six weeks before the pigs have 
grown enough to be brought on the mar- 
ket but when that time comes there will 
be a rush of business for the packing and 
slaughtering houses.

There can 
be no denial of the fact that the cigar- 
ette trade is booming. Nearly every 
little man of 15, •with a brain big 
^enough to dream of the day when vis- 
ible down shall decorate his upper lip, 
delights in swaggering along the 
streets with a cigarette in his mouth. 
How manly the conceited little fel- 
low thinks he Is. and how his eyes 
. sparkle with delight at the -wondrous 
leat of ejecting smoke ia long lines 
from his proud nostrils! 


The dividing line between boyhood 


.and manhood is surely indicated by 
'the cigarette, says the New York 
Weekly. 
In other words, the ambi- 


tious lad who can gracefully burn a 
cigarette, and convert his nostrils into 
'inverted 
smoke-stacks, 
should 
no 


longer be classed as a boy. No—he is 
a full-fledged man, or thinks he is, 
because he possesses the ability to 
puff away the breath of life in smoke. 


This was probably the impressioa 


of a lad in Brooklyn, aged 15, who re- 
cently died from nicotine poisoning, 
caused by smoking cigarettes. Every 
boy who is addicted to the same en- 
ervating practice, a.ryl fails to take 
warning from the fate of the youth- 
ful smoker to whom we have referred, 
is not likely to become a very clever 
or a very strong man. 
If smoking 


does not shrink, his lungs and frame, 
and convert him into a sickly ghost 
..before he Is 25, he may live long 
enough to learn that during the years 
when sensible boys endeavor to be- 
come clever and bright, rugged, and 
strong, and otherwise prepare them- 
selves for the battle of life, he was 
nothing but a conceited little fool, 
and ruined his health and dwarfed his 
'intellect by indulging in the senseless 
habit of smoking cigarettes.

of the body, but are opposed to it, 
says Dr. C. W. Saleaby. The stimu- 
lant, cafi'else, on the other hand, 
favors the lifo of the body, promotes 
the precesr. cf c:cn;!rast:cn on which 
life dsF'-ncls, increases vitality and 
that pov.-or to wcvl: v/Jaicb is the ex- 
pression of vitality. 


Everywhere men find that a cup of 


tea or coffee is refreshing; it produces 
renewed,,vigor, it heightens the sense 
of organic well-being, the conscious- 
ness of fitness and capacity. This is 
utterly distinct from the action of alco- 
hol or opium in deadening the sense 
of ill-being. 


•Tea and coffee have had many hard 


•wards said of them. The trouble IB 
that people will not distinguish. Tea, 
for instance, as commonly understood 
In this country, Is more nearly a 
decoction than an infusion of the tea 
leaf, and contains besides the theine 
or caffeine a very large proportion of 
tannin or tanic acid. 


Drink the Cause of It. 


Dr. "Wilhlte, superintendent of the 


esyltim at Dunning, 111., told a woman's 
club that of the 1,000 Insane 'patients, 
600 men and 400'women, alcohol was 
the cause of insanity in the cases of 
10% Ppr cent, of the men and five 
per cent. ' of the women. 
Of 1,000 


pauperxcasesj 800 men and 200 women, 
95 -per cent, of the men and 59 per 
cent' of -the women have an. "alcoholic 
history," and 44, per cent, and 22 per 
cent, of the men and women, respec- 
tively, . of this class drink to excess. 
Of 1,000 tuberculosis patients, 800 
men and 200 women, 94 per cent, and 
23'per,cent; respectively, have an 
"alcoholic history." 


Must Not Drink. 


The Lehigh Valley railroad has 


served notice -on Its employes that 
they must be total abstainers from 
alcoholic drinks or leave the service 
of the company, and it is quite likely 
that all of the other lines in the United 
States will adopt the same rule. It Is 
only cumulative evidence that there 
are enough sober men in the world to 
do the world's work.

Two points of view, you observe, one 


of them simply broader than the other. 
It was true that he had gone in to 
lodge with a man who was a sinner. 
As they saw it, he had gone in to 
lodge with him because he liked that 
kind of a man. As he saw it, he had 
gone in to lodge with him because he 
meant to change him from that kind 
of a man. It is really a matter of the 
points of view ot Jesus and the people, 
and what, they see in Zaccheus. They 
were concerned with what Zaccheus 
himself was and what he had done. 
Jesus was concerned with what Zac- 
cheus might 
become 
and what he 


might dc.. They were afraid to come 
too close to Zaccheus for fear of the 
effect he might have upon them. Jesus 
was willing to come as near to him 
as he could in hope of the effect he 
might have upon Zaccheus. 


How to Treat a Bad Man. 


All the people said about Zaccheus 


was true. His own testimony later 
suggests that. At any rate, he was in 
a line of business that provoked the 
obloquy of his own race. He would 
naturally be resented. 
AH that they 


said about him, remember, was true. 
The puzzling question was what they 
meant to do'about It. And the fact 
was, they meant to do nothing about 
it. There was something more_. than 
they said or saw that was also' true. 
Most of them doubtless would have 
been glad to see him turn from his 
errors and perhaps leave his business 
and become what they would call a 
saved man. 
Give them all credit for 


being glad of the words in the eighth 
verse, where Zaccheus says, "Behold, 
Lord, the half of my goods I give to 
the poor; and if I have wrongfully ex- 
acted aught from any man, I restore 
fourfold." 
I think Zaccheus means 


that he intends to do that. It is not 
an account of the life he had been 
living, otherwise Jesus' word that fol- 
lows would not have been forceful, 
"Today is salvation 
come 
to this 


house." A certain measure of change 
in Zaccheus "is implied in that "to- 
day." If this had been the method of 
his life, then there 
was no special 


point In saying that salvation had nov/ 
come. 
Supposing that at least to be 


a declaration of his new purpose, the 
question is whether their method of 
coming at him would ever .have led 
him to 
make that new 
resolve; 


whether it 
was not Jesus' way of 


coming at Zaccheus that made him a 
changed man. 


Their method was that of censure, 


his was that of sympathy. The two 
are not exclusive. 
The fact is that 


the 
method 
of 
sympathy 
leaves 


abundant room for censure. . Indeed, 
in a sertain sense it demands censure. 
It involves a plain acknowledgment 
of the fact thai the life needs correct- 
ing, that there is something wrong 
that needs to he made good. 
The 


method of censure, on the other hand, 
is very apt to harden one, to close 
one's eyes to the good thai-may be in 
the man": who Is centured. Censure is 
a matter of law. Here is a plain re- 
quirement of justice, and there is man's 
misdeed. 
Measure the man by this 


law and he falls short. Well, sympathy 
.is a movement of the Gospel. It does 
not pretend that the man measures 
up as he ought.. It acknowledges his 
need for salvation. 
This marked dif- 


ference is -that the method- of sym- 
pathy seeks to bring salvation, and' 
the method of censure simply stands 
declaring the necessity for it. 


The Scourge and the Cross. 


The trouble with sympathy is that 


It is so often weak and ineffective. It 
so often degenerates to simple blind- 
ness to evil conditions, and has not 
learned the language of blame. Only 
a little while 
ago 
I 
was 
asked 


whether I did not feel that we need 
now rather a Christ of the scourge of 
small cords than the Christ of the 
cross. The Christ of the 'scourge is 
the Christ of censure, of condemnation, 
of righteousness, and of flaming wrath 
over easily recognized evil. The Christ 
of the cross is thought of as in some 
measure a contrast to the Christ of 
the scourge. Here is love that seems 
to overlook wickedness of men and 
provides .salvation for them.. Immedi- 
ately I name them and describe them 
this way, you discover that they are 
by no means a contradiction. 
The 


Christ of the scourge is the Christ of 
the cross. The point is that the Christ 
of the cross is oearing the scourge 
upon himself. 
He is there because 


of his hatred of sin, exactly as Jesus 
went to Zaccheus' home, not because 
he approved Zaccheus, but because 
he did not approve him and wanted to 
make him the kind of man he could 
approve. He was able to see the be- 
ginning of a better life In Zaccheus, 
and he knew that the way to destroy 
the old life was not to strike It, but 
to encourage the new life.

Jesus said, "No, because 
lodging with him may arouse in him 
a desire for fellowship with my right- 
eousness." No sympathy with the sin 
of Zaccheus—abundant sympathy with 
the possibilities of good that lie in 
him. 
No purpose to add any strength 


to his iniquity—every purpose to pour 
new strength into the better life that 
is there. Jesus 
will 
censure 
his 


wrong, but he will do it with the hope 
of arousing in him something that is 
better. The people will censure 
his 


wrong and stop at that. They have 
really no hops for him. 
They have 


abandoned him, and they hold only 
such relation with him as they must. 
He has been put out of their pale. 
That very fact brings him within the 
pale of Jesus. 


The Sinner Sought. 


The only man whom Jesus ever 


sought out, so far as the account goes, 
was the ban whom he had cured 
and who, because o£ his devotion to 
his healer, had been cast out by the 
rulers of the synagogue.

He is the only 
man whom Jesus ever looked tor'. Let 
all of Jericho cast Zaccheus out; let 
them label him simply a sinner, and 
he is the man to whose liouss Jesus 
will invite himself.

not as a protest against their action, 
but only to show hovf the Son of Man 
came to seek and to save the lost: ex- 
actly as the church today owes it to 
itself and its nature as a saving insti- 
tution to seek and to save those whom 
society has abandoned. In some sense 
they are easier to reach than the oth- 
ers. 
Those whom society does not 


consider lost so that they need salva- 
tion are apt to be quite satisfied with

wave!" (the name of the palm tree !s 
nitnply given here ns an eiample, the 
speaker beginning with any tree he may 
wl»h to name). The player thus qnestloned 
DJUBt qnlckly rise and ns quickly answer, 
"Africa." In the case of the answer be- 
ing tardily given, or Incorrectly given, 
ihe boy or girl !n the center of the circle 
las his or her opportunity to get o seat 
jy answering promptly and. correctly, 
tans the slow-answering one mnst take 
W center of the circle and await his 
in, to "tree" gome one. The boy or girl 


holding the center of the circle Is said 
to be "up a tree," and only gets down 
npon nnswerlog the question that the 
"Speaker" has asked of one of the play, 
era who is either tardy In answering or 
responds -with the wrong answer. 


And ao the game proceeds, each boy 


and girl In the circle being asked where 
some certain kind of tree waves. Just 
as long as the "Speaker" does not run 
out of tree names the game can continue, 
bnt he must not ask for the location of 
a certain tree more than once during the 
game; If he does he has made an error 
and must himself take the center of the 
circle, being then "up a tree." In this 
case the player at his right assumes tho 
role of "Spanker," and the game con- 
tinues.
